As more and 
more green stars appear on doors, more and more energy 
is being saved. The school is still deciding whether there 
will be a grand prize at the end, or if the simple act of 
helping the town and the earth should be enough. 

This project fits nicely into their curriculum under 
the Old Rochester Regional Strategic plan. While helping 
to patrol the school, these third graders are also develop- 
ing social skills and environmental awareness. They have 
a task, which requires them to work together as a group 
and brainstorm. They must also show independence as 
they patrol the halls without a teacher telling them what 
needs to be done. They take on the responsibility of turn- 
ing off equipment and overseeing the other classes. 

The town has agreed to share its electricity bills 
with the third graders, and hopefully there will be a dif- 
ference made in the amount of electricity being used. Each 
third grader is asked to bring their knowledge on the 
subject home as well, and individual electric bills will be 
studied by the class in order to gain a better understand- 
ing and note any differences from beginning to end. 

The third grade students at Rochester Memorial 
School hope to inspire other schools to follow their lead. 
They feel that this is an important and significant way to 
help the community. Since they are only beginning now, 
the community does not yet know what type of impact 
this effort will have, perhaps in a few months the third 
graders will have an update for us. 

Paula Meere began this process when she applied 
for a learning grant. Ms. Meere said she thought it was 
important to "conserve energy in our school, town and 
homes." She also said that the third graders are planning

There is rarely a season that passes without the 
loss of life in the fishing industry. Commercial fishing is 
among the most hazardous occupations in the United 
States. New Bedford, since its first days as a fishing port, 
have often paid the price of the catch in the lives of its 
fishermen. 

A local group, the Fishermen's Tribute Fund of 
New Bedford, has been raising money for the past several 
years in an effort to erect a memorial monument, dedicat- 
ed to all of the many local fishermen who have lost their 
lives at sea. 

In 2005 the city of New Bedford granted the 
group permission to erect a monument, "to honor the 
heritage and legacy of generations of fishermen past, 
present and future". The group was also given a parcel 
of land on the grounds of the Ft. Tabor Park, overlooking 
both the Achusnet River and Buzzard's Bay, as a place for 
the group to build the memorial. The plot of land is the 
southern most tip of the city. The group imagines fisher- 
men being able to look out at the monument as they set 
sail and later return home from their voyages. The monu- 
ment and the surrounding area are also being looked at 
as a place where the families of those who have lost loved 
ones at sea can come to feel closer to those did not return 
home.

Rochester Attendance Policy Meeting

A meeting of Rochester public officials was held 
on March 24, 2009 at the Rochester Police Department

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headquarters at 1:30 pm to address recent reports that 
three students who are not Rochester residents have been 
attending Rochester Memorial School for the past two 
years. The meeting, which was not open to the public 
or the press, included Rochester Police Chief Paul H. 
Magee, Chairman of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
Richard Nunes, Rochester Town Counsel Blair S. Bailey, 
ORR Superintendent William R. Cooper, Chairman of the 
Rochester School Committee Sharon Hartley, and Roches- 
ter Town Administrator Richard LaCamera. The meeting 
was convened at the request of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen. 

When asked about the meeting Mr. LaCamera 
stated, "It is a private meeting, and is informational. It is 



an update on the case and a review of the law/' 

The meeting was prompted by an email from 
Mr. Nunes to Mrs. Hartley on March 10, 2009, a copy of 
which was obtained by The Wanderer. The email read, in 
part: "It has come to the Board of Selectmen's (hereinafter 
"BOS") attention that 2 years ago Dr. Cooper, the District 
School Superintendent, retained Rochester Police Officer 
Bill Chamberlain to conduct an independent investiga- 
tion on behalf of the School District. The purpose of the 
independent investigation was to determine whether 3 
children who were attending Rochester Memorial School 
("RMS") actually resided in New Bedford. At the conclu- 
sion of the independent investigation Officer Chamberlain 
determined that the 3 children were in fact residents of

New Bedford. Officer Chamberlain apprised Dr. Cooper 
of his findings. It is our understanding that in addition 
to his report Officer Chamberlain provided photographic 
evidence to Dr. Cooper which supported Officer Cham- 
berlain's findings. However, Dr. Cooper has [not taken] 
action with respect to these 3 children who are currently 
attending RMS while they are residents of New Bedford. 
Furthermore, it is our understanding that Dr. Cooper [did 
not inform] the RMS School Committee of Officer Cham- 
berlain's findings although you were notified of such by 
the Town Administrator. While the BOS does not enjoy 
raising this issue, we feel it is our responsibility to do so 
because of the financial consequences to our taxpayers of 
allowing non resident students to attend RMS. At an aver- 
age annual cost of $10,000 per student, to date [this situa- 
tion] has cost the Town approximately $60,000. Further- 
more, in light of [the lack of] enforcement in this instance 
we are concerned that there [are] other similarly situated 
students enjoying the benefits of our school system. In 
conclusion, the BOS recommends that the District and the 
School Committee enforce the School's residency require- 
ments. The BOS further recommends that the District and 
the School Committee conduct an independent audit to 
determine if any other non resident students are attending 
RMS." 

Dr. Cooper and Mrs. Hartley emerged from the 
interior of the police station together at 2:42 pm, and 
Dr. Cooper told the press that he and Mrs. Hartley had

"just been providing Town leaders with information and 
advice/' and that they would have no further comment. 
Moments later, Mr. Bailey emerged, and likewise had no 
comment for the press. When Mr. LaCamera emerged 
from the interior of the police station, he would only 
say that the matter is "up to the Superintendent and the 
School Committee/' but that he expected action in the 
matter would occur "soon, but I have no specific date." 

Mr. Nunes emerged from the interior of the 
police station at 2:50 pm and was available to the press 
for questions regarding the meeting. "We had the meet- 
ing to discuss the students who don't reside in Rochester 
and at some point I believe that Dr. Cooper will address 
the situation. I mentioned that the school needs a writ- 
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ten residency requirement. The other two communities 
[Marion and Mattapoisett] don't have written residency 
requirements as well. I expressed my concern that there 
are other students who don't live in Town. I urged them 
[Dr. Cooper and Mrs. Hartley] to examine residency in 
the coming year. I think that RMS needs to re-verify at- 
tendees, but I don't think that the School Committee will 
implement that." 

Asked if he felt that the meeting was productive, 
Mr. Nunes said "I think it was productive. This kind of 
issue shouldn't be unique. How do they say it? When it's 
a totally unique issue, and you're trying to figure some- 
thing out? The facts are very straightforward, and yet it 
took a meeting to hash this all out. The issue of residency 
shouldn't be a novel issue. It should be contemplated 
every year. There should be policies in place. It should be 
available to the public, so they can know what the policy 
is. There shouldn't be any vagaries in this." 

Mr. Nunes said that "one of the things that came 
out is that there is no designated school attendance of- 
ficer, which is in the statute. Rochester and the other two 
communities [Marion and Mattapoisett] don't have one. 
Neither does ORR. The Superintendent is responsible 
for seeing that there is an attendance officer." According 
to Mr. Nunes, "the residency requirements don't seem 
to be a priority," but he allowed that he thinks that the 
School Committee "is moving toward making it a prior- 
ity. I think it is something that the public, the taxpayers 
demand. It affects the Town's budget, and it really affects 
the credibility of public officials, who are asking the pub- 
lic to fund an addition to RMS." 

It became clear to Mr. Nunes during the course of 
the meeting "that there are a lot of determined people out 
there who want to circumvent the law" and enroll non- 
resident students at RMS, and that "it's not an accident

that they're there at RMS. Someone is actively getting 
them there." When questioned about any possible politi- 
cal connections between the family of the three students 
and any Rochester public officials, Mr. Nunes said that he 
was unaware of any such connections, and doubted that 
any existed. He said that there was a familial connection 
between the students and a Town resident, and that he 
believed that that is how the students came to be enrolled 
at RMS. 

Mr. Nunes said he was surprised that Dr. Coo- 
per, even after receiving Officer Chamberlain's report 
and evidence, believed the representations made by the 
adults involved with the children, and that Dr. Cooper 
apparently dismissed the results of Officer Chamberlain's 
investigation, and allowed the students to remain en- 
rolled at RMS. "Why have an investigation at all?" Mr. 
Nunes said. Details of the circumstances and cost of Of- 
ficer Chamberlain's investigation, which was conducted 
on his own time and at his own expense, were not made 
available to the press, nor were the authority or source 
of funds utilized by Dr. Cooper to hire Officer Chamber- 
lain to conduct the investigation. Mr. Nunes noted that 
a consensus of the meeting participants was that any 
future such investigations should utilize a licensed private 
investigator, and not a police officer. Questioned later by 
members of the press, Chief Magee emphasized that Offi- 
cer Chamberlain's employment was entirely proper under 
existing laws and regulations relating to police officers in 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and that the Chief 
had been aware of Officer Chamberlain's employment for 
the investigation, as required. "I have very limited author- 
ity over the off-duty employment opportunities pursued 
by my officers," Chief Magee said, "although they are 
required to inform me of all such employment, as Officer 
Chamberlain did in this case."

members of the press if there had been a second investiga- 
tion in this case, and he replied "No, there was not." 

Asked by members of the press to identify who 
directs the School Committee in such matters, Mr. Nunes 
said "I look to the School Committee to be driving the 
ship. The School Committee is responsible for the school. 
The Board of Selectmen became involved because we 
saw no action, no priority. We waited three weeks for 
this meeting. It's not something the Board of Select- 
men wanted to do. But it had to be addressed. At some 
point, the Board is going to have to give a thumbs-up or 
thumbs-down on an RMS addition. We are not going to 
make RMS bigger to enable more out-of-town students 
to attend RMS. As Selectmen, we have a fiduciary duty 
to the residents of the Town, and we have to protect the 
Town's interests." 

Mr. Nunes was asked by a member of the press if 
Rochester has a recall process for elected officials, and if 
recall is an option for voters in this case.

this Tree Planter's Holiday; 

Be it therefore resolved, that we, the Board of Select- 
men, in recognition of the importance of securing our 
designation as Tree City USA officially proclaim Friday 
April 24, 2009 as Arbor Day in the Town of Mattapoisett 
and encourage all citizens to take cognizance of this event 
and participate fittingly in its observance/' 

To qualify for Tree City USA, a town or city must 
meet four standards established by The National Arbor 
Day Foundation and the National Association of State 
Foresters. 

It must establish a Tree Board or Department run 
by a professional forester or arborist, an entire forestry 
department, or a volunteer tree board must be legally 
responsible for the care and management of the commu- 
nity's trees. 

It must pass a Tree Care Ordinance that desig- 
nates the establishment of a tree board or forestry depart- 
ment and give this body the responsibility for writing and 
implementing an annual community forestry work plan. 

Beyond that, the ordinance should be flexible 
enough to fit the needs and circumstances of the particu- 
lar community. A tree ordinance provides an opportunity 
to set good policy and back it with the force of law when 
necessary. Ideally, it will provide clear guidance for plant- 
ing, maintaining and removing trees from streets, parks 
and other public places. 

It must establish a community forestry program 
with an annual budget of at least $2 per capita with evi- 
dence that the community has established a community 
forestry program that is supported by that annual budget. 

It must organize an Arbor Day observance and 
proclamation with a simple tree planting event or an 
award ceremony that honors leading tree planters.

The benefits of being recognized by Tree City USA are that 
preference is sometimes given to Tree City USA commu- 
nities over other communities when allocations of grant 
money are made for trees or forestry programs. 

Head of the Town Highway Department Barry 
Denham brought before the Board two proposals for 
review. After a long discussion, Selectman Collyer said 
'They (The Highway Department) came back and said 
that the town would have to vote to adopt Chapter 40, 
Section C. There was some confusion as to whether or not 
the road issue can actually be handled by the Selectmen as 
a voted policy. " 

Section 6C deals with appropriating money for the re- 
moval of snow and ice from private ways within its limits 
and open to the public use as may be designated by the 
Selectmen as long as the removal of snow and ice from 
such a way shall not constitute a repair of a way. 

Section 6N deals with allowing an ordinance or 
by-law that would make temporary repairs on private 
ways. The ordinance or by-law would determine the type 
or extent of the repairs, if drainage should be included, if 
the repairs are required by public necessity, the number of 
abutters who must petition for the repairs, if betterment 
charges should be assessed, if liability limit on account 
of damages caused by the repairs, if the ways shall have 
been opened to public use for a term of years and if a cash 
deposit shall be required for the repairs.

Knowing. Starring Nicolas Cage and Rose Byrne. Directed by 
Alex Proyas. Running time: 130 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

What would you do if you knew the world was going 
to end soon? Me, I'd probably get royally drunk, give Raiders of 
the Lost Ark one last spin, and try to see how much of Infinite Jest 
I could get through before armageddon arrived. In the solemnly 
ludicrous Knowing, Nicolas Cage drives around frantically, 
down country roads and through chaotic city streets (nobody 
tries to carjack him). Cage's almost-love-interest (Rose Byrne) 
has announced that she's heading for some caves she knows 
from childhood, to wait out the apocalypse. That's when the 
movie momentarily becomes brilliant on the same level as The 
Wicker Man, wherein Cage so infamously screamed "Killing me 
wont bring back your honey I" Here, Cage bellows into his cell 
phone, "THE CAVES WON'T KEEP US SAFE! NOTHING WIFE 
KEEP US SAFE!" 

I persist in feeling great affection for Nicolas Cage, who 
can really sell a line like that without any trace of awareness of 
how goofy he sounds. Many have questioned what happened 
to the Cage who took risks and won an Oscar. My theory is 
that, at this point, Cage looks for scripts that pose challenges 
— like unsayable dialogue or patently stupid situations that 
would destroy a lesser actor. Cage is having fun, even if the 
audience isn't. Knowing casts him as John Koestler, a professor 
of astrophysics who engages in the old debate between 
determinism (things happen for a reason) and randomness 
(things just happen). Since his wife died, John leans towards 
randomness, perhaps because he can't bear to conceive of a 
greater universal reason that he now has to raise his son by 
himself. 



The boy 
happens across a page 
of scrawled numbers, 
buried in a time 
capsule fifty years ago. 
The numbers appear 
to predict every major 
disaster of the past 
five decades, and there 
are still three number 
sets whose prophecies 
haven't come true yet. 
This is an excuse for 
director Alex Proyas, 
an old hand at empty 
visual flash (see The 
Crow and Dark City), 
to haul out a few big 
kaboom sequences, 
and they're pretty nifty 
as far as these things 
go. There's no poetry 

or horror in the carnage, but Proyas does manage to catch a you- 
are-there vibe without sacrificing the readable mechanics of the 
destruction. 

Unfortunately, the movie gets nutty in its second half 
(probably the same half that will endear the film to its inevitable 
cult fans). Mysterious "whispering" men keep turning up, 
looking like Spike from Buffy the Vampire Slayer. John follows the 
numerical clues all around — what can "EE" written backwards 
mean? — and the movie begins to seem like a cross between 
The Da Vinci Code and your standard sci-fi apocalypto. Cage 
gets to scream about the caves, and the narrative collapses into 
ominous visual effects. Knowing tries for profundity, a difficult 
proposition after it's tickled us with mass death; I felt offended 
rather than awed or moved. At the end, we all filed out looking 
depressed. Is this the sort of "escapism" Summit Entertainment 
wants to offer a fearful and demoralized audience right now?

your help. Construction of the next section will only 
happen if we pay for design starting this year and finish 
it next year. $1.9 million in federal construction funds 
is allocated and scheduled for 2011. This money will be 
lost unless we can pay for the first stage of design in 2009 
($25,000 Community Preservation Grant vote needed at 
Town Meeting) and have money available (up to $65,000 
of Town and Friends money) in 2010 to complete design. 
The Town's bike path design fund (money provided by 
the state in 1996) is exhausted. As always with this project, 
Mattapoisett residents will pay less than 10% of the total 
costs. 

The next section of the Mattapoisett Rail Trail, the 
Shining Tides Mile, will bring the path to the Village. It 
promises to be the most beautiful mile of the path. It will 
also be the most expensive, due to the bridges and board- 
walk. If we all come together it will be under construction 
in 2011.
